east of Brussels, states a Central 
News dispatch. 
The oattle was open- 


«d by the artillery before daybreak, 
today. 


The infantry was later thrown in, 


then the cavalry, the Germans wildly 
charging and sabering the batteries of 
gunners. 


Germans Nearing Brussels 


Brussels, Aug. 17,—The war office 


announces that the German cavalry 
followed the previous attempted of- 
fensive against the French, but were 
driven back to Wavre. 


Wavre is only 15 miles from Brus- 


sels, indicating that despite the allies 
claims, the Germans are closing on 
the Belgian capital. 


Austrian Reinforcements Arrrve 
Amsterdam, Aug. 17.—Maestricht

, New York, Aug. 17.—Willie Ritchie 
was a mode! champion. There are a 
number of persons who have been 
heaving brickbats at Willie since 
Freddie Welsh took away his world 
champion title, but a glance over Rit- 
chie's record shows that he never 
ducked a real fighter. Ritchie, un- 
like the champions in the other divi- 
sions, and unlike the champions in his 
class that preceded him, was not a 
lemon picker. 


When Ritchie fought, he gave the 


crow.l the beat he had. With Willie 
as one of the principals the crowd 
was sure that at least one party in 
the fighting contract would give the 
fans a run for their money. Ritchie , 
never stalled—even his bitterest ene- | 
Mies cannot charge him with that. 


White he held the championship he 


took on the best man in his class. He 
met Joe Rivers when the Mexican was 
at the zenith of his career. 
He tack- 


led Leach Cross in New York and that 
scrap was one of the greatest ever 
staged in this town. It was a ham- 
mer and tongs affair from the tap of 
the first gong. 
Ritchie mixed and 


slugged. He never backed away from 
that terrific punch that Cross carries. 
He was boxing every minute of the 
way. 


He fought such a fight with every- 


thing to lose and nothing to gain. Tfle 
defeat of Cross could not add much 
glory to his name. His defeat by 
Cross meant the loss of the title. 


Wolgast, from whom Ritchie took 
vthe title, scoffed at'Ritchie's prowess. 


He reiterated a hundred times that 
if they ever met again he would be 
able to regain the crown. 
Ritchie 


took him on in Milwaukee—and Rit- 
chie won. 


Ritchie met Tommy Murphy, in re- 


sponse to Pacfic Coast demands. They 
figured there that Murphy could beat 
him. Murphy, before the battle, was 
highly touted. Ritchie made Murphy 
look like a punching bag during the 
battle. 
Ritchie met Charley White, 


in Milwaukee, one of the toughest 
men in the lightweight division. Out 
there the fans say White gave Ritchie 
& beating. Ritchie denies it.

Ritchie says he is perfectly willing to 
take on White again at any time a 
sufficient purse is offered. 


Ritchie went to England to fight 


Welsh. 
He knew before going that 


he either would have to knock out the 
Briton or lose.

TESTING THE MILK 


The board of health now has in its 


possession the milk testing apparatus 
which borough council authorized Dr. 
Eeilley, president of the board, to 
purchase. 
As soon as the machine 


has been assembled and is ready for 
operation the work of testing the milk 
sold to local consumers will be begun 
in order that such lacteal fluid as is 
likely to contain disease germs may 
be eliminated from the supply fur- 
nished Ciearfield citizens. 


Together with the testing of the 


milk the board of health is expected 
to examine the dairies and the entire 
paraphernalin employed in the distri- 
bution of milk, and those dealers who 
have not completely complied with the 
rules of sanitation will' be compelled 
to do so aa soon as possible. Wagons 
in which milk is hauled and bottles in 
which it a carried wUl have to be 
cleaned and kept clean if the milk is 
to pus satisfactory inspection by the 
board of health.

LONG REIGN FULL OF TRAGEDIES 


Assassinations, Suicides and Other 


Happenings Have Marked the Life 
of the Monarch Since He Ascend- 
ed the Throne in 1848, When He 
Was But 18 Years of Age. 


(SPECIAL TO THE PBOGBESS) 


Vienna, Aug.—The aged Emperor 


Francis Joseph of Austria-Hungary, 
who has ruled longer than any other 
crowned head in the w6rld and who 
more than a year ago was supposedly 
dying of old age, is working fourteen 
hours every day during the war 
crisis. 


Evei' since the war cloud began to 


gather over Austria and Servia fol- 
lowing the assassination in Bosnia of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir to 
the throne of the Dual Monarchy, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has gone to his 
executive office at five o'clock each 
morning and remained there, steadily 
at work, with but brief intervals for 
meals, "until seven at night. 


When the trouble with Servia first 


became serious, his imperial majesty 
was at Ischl, the summer capital. It 
was there that he began his fourteen- 
hours-a-day working schedule. 
He 


gave up his shooting excursions, 
which are his favorite amusement and 
devoted all his waking liours to work. 


'Shortly after the threatened war 


became an actuality, Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph returned to Vienna and 
since then has been at work two hours 
more than half of each day. The old 
ruler is in no sense a figurehead. He, 
perhaps more even than- the German 
kaiser, is the actual head of his gov- 
ernment. 
Francis Joseph really is 


directing every move of the Austrian 
army in the great war. Not a step is 
taken without his approval. 


Perhaps no European ruler has 


lived a more pathetically tragic life 
than Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Born 


August 18, 1830, he is 84 years old 
and he has ruled nearly 66 years, as- 
cending the throne of Austria Dec. 2, 
1848, when but 18 years old. Austria 
later formed a union with Hungary 
and Francis Joseph was crowned king 
of Hungary June 8, 1867. His offi 
<cial title is emperor of Austria an< 
king of Hungary. 


Countless tragedies have saddenec 


the life of the emperor, violent deaths 
domestic unhappiness and scandal 
Almost all the aged rulers relatives 
have died violent deaths. 


His wife, Empress Elizabeth, the 


•daughter of Duke Maximilian, of Bav- 
- aria, whom he married in 1854, was 
stabbed to death by an anarchist at 
Ceneva, Switzerland, Sept. 10, 1898 


Archduke Rudolph, the first heir- 


apparent, born in ^1858, committee 
suicide in 1889. 


The emperor's oldest brother, Arch- 


duke Ferdinand Maximilian, who be- 
came emperor of Mexico for a briel 
time, was shot to death at Queretaro, 
in that country in 1867. 


After the death of Archduke Ru- 


dolph, the succession to the throne 
passed to the emperor's second broth- 
er,' Archduke Charles Louis. He died 
in 1896 and his son, Archduke Fran- 
-cis Ferdinand, became the heir- ap- 
parent. 


In June of this year Archduke 


Francis Ferdinand was assassinated 
in Bosnia. His death was the direct 
though not primary, cause of the pres- 
sent great war.

The board of health now has in its 


possession the milk testing apparatus 
which borough council authorized Dr. 
Eeilley, president of the board, to 
purchase. 
As soon as the machine 


has been assembled and is ready for 
operation the work of testing the milk 
sold to local consumers will be begun 
in order that such lacteal fluid as is 
likely to contain disease germs may 
be eliminated from the supply fur- 
nished Ciearfield citizens. 


Together with the testing of the 


milk the board of health is expected 
to examine the dairies and the entire 
paraphernalin employed in the distri- 
bution of milk, and those dealers who 
have not completely complied with the 
rules of sanitation will' be compelled 
to do so aa soon as possible. Wagons 
in which milk is hauled and bottles in 
which it a carried wUl have to be 
cleaned and kept clean if the milk is 
to pus satisfactory inspection by the 
board of health.

LONG REIGN FULL OF TRAGEDIES 


Assassinations, Suicides and Other 


Happenings Have Marked the Life 
of the Monarch Since He Ascend- 
ed the Throne in 1848, When He 
Was But 18 Years of Age. 


(SPECIAL TO THE PBOGBESS) 


Vienna, Aug.—The aged Emperor 


Francis Joseph of Austria-Hungary, 
who has ruled longer than any other 
crowned head in the w6rld and who 
more than a year ago was supposedly 
dying of old age, is working fourteen 
hours every day during the war 
crisis. 


Evei' since the war cloud began to 


gather over Austria and Servia fol- 
lowing the assassination in Bosnia of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, heir to 
the throne of the Dual Monarchy, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph has gone to his 
executive office at five o'clock each 
morning and remained there, steadily 
at work, with but brief intervals for 
meals, "until seven at night. 


When the trouble with Servia first 


became serious, his imperial majesty 
was at Ischl, the summer capital. It 
was there that he began his fourteen- 
hours-a-day working schedule. 
He 


gave up his shooting excursions, 
which are his favorite amusement and 
devoted all his waking liours to work. 


'Shortly after the threatened war 


became an actuality, Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph returned to Vienna and 
since then has been at work two hours 
more than half of each day. The old 
ruler is in no sense a figurehead. He, 
perhaps more even than- the German 
kaiser, is the actual head of his gov- 
ernment. 
Francis Joseph really is 


directing every move of the Austrian 
army in the great war. Not a step is 
taken without his approval. 


Perhaps no European ruler has 


lived a more pathetically tragic life 
than Emperor Francis Joseph. 
Born 


August 18, 1830, he is 84 years old 
and he has ruled nearly 66 years, as- 
cending the throne of Austria Dec. 2, 
1848, when but 18 years old. Austria 
later formed a union with Hungary 
and Francis Joseph was crowned king 
of Hungary June 8, 1867. His offi 
<cial title is emperor of Austria an< 
king of Hungary. 


Countless tragedies have saddenec 


the life of the emperor, violent deaths 
domestic unhappiness and scandal 
Almost all the aged rulers relatives 
have died violent deaths. 


His wife, Empress Elizabeth, the 


•daughter of Duke Maximilian, of Bav- 
- aria, whom he married in 1854, was 
stabbed to death by an anarchist at 
Ceneva, Switzerland, Sept. 10, 1898 


Archduke Rudolph, the first heir- 


apparent, born in ^1858, committee 
suicide in 1889. 


The emperor's oldest brother, Arch- 


duke Ferdinand Maximilian, who be- 
came emperor of Mexico for a briel 
time, was shot to death at Queretaro, 
in that country in 1867. 


After the death of Archduke Ru- 


dolph, the succession to the throne 
passed to the emperor's second broth- 
er,' Archduke Charles Louis. He died 
in 1896 and his son, Archduke Fran- 
-cis Ferdinand, became the heir- ap- 
parent. 


In June of this year Archduke 


Francis Ferdinand was assassinated 
in Bosnia. His death was the direct 
though not primary, cause of the pres- 
sent great war.
